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How Come? 


OME time ago the Japanese government desired to buy 

a year’s supply of fuel oil for its navy. Presumably 
bids were entered for this large order, and in the end the 
oil came from American wells. But it was not an American 


oil company that made the sale. The British-owned Shell 


Oi] Company, which has a Dutchman, Sir Henry Deterding, | 


as president, got the order and delivered the oil to Japan on 
our own Pacific Coast. 

Just a little while ago the United States Navy asked for 
bids on 4,620,000 barrels of fuel oil to keep its ships running. 
This oil was to be laid down at navy yards and stations on 
the Pacific Coast. Once again the Shell Oil Company was 
the successful bidder, and this foreign-owned corporation 
supplied our navy with oil, drawn from American wells, at a 
better price than any American organization could offer. 
But the price paid was higher than Japan paid for its fuel oil. 

Under the circumstances wouldn’t almost anyone fall 
into’ slang and ask, “How come?” 


Facts and Figures 


NCE more the National Automobile Chamber of Com- 


merce has delivered itself of that interesting annual 
infant, Facts and Figures. This yearbook of accomplishment 
in the automotive industry gives the official statistical side 
of this great business about as completely as it can be done. 

Probably the page to which most readers will first turn 
is numbered 4, and thereon will be found the production of 
vehicle units by our industry from 1900 to 1930. Scanning 
the column showing yearly production, the reader will be 
impressed with the fact that from 1900 to 1917 there was a 
steady increase in vehicle unit output year after year, begin- 
ning with the 4,192 in 1900 and ending with 1,873,949 in 
1917. 

And then, with our entrance into the World War, motor 
vehicle production dropped. We were busy with a sterner 
game even than the difficult one of commercial progress. 
For 1918, our total motor vehicle production dropped to 
1,170,686, and a very creditable total it was under the circum- 
stances. 

From 1918 dates the three-year cycle in automotive 
manufacturing, which has held ever since and has become 
almost a tradition of the industry. Beginning with the 
production of 1918, the next year saw an increase to 


1,933,595 units and rose to a climax with the then record pro-| 
duction of 1920, which totaled 2,227,349 vehicles. Once again | 


the output dropped the following year, 1921, to a total of 
1,682,365. Another cycle had begun and the increase in 
production came in 1922, and reached another climax in 1923. 
And then, in.1924, came a decrease and the beginning of 
another cycle. 

By this production rule, which has persisted since 1918, 


the year 1930, with its 2,000,000 drop in vehicle units below | 
the all-time record of 1929, which was 5,621,715, should have 
begun another cycle. The year 1931 should see the upward | 


swing, to continue through 1932. But in spite of the fact that 
the total production for 1930 was 3,510,178 cars and trucks, 
a record below that of the year 1927, which began the pre- 


vious cycle, it seems almost inevitable at this writing that | 


the traditional three-year cycle is to be broken. Our industry 
will scarcely reach 3,500,000 units this year, unless an 
economic miracle occurs in the last half of the year to lift 
sales proportionately beyond anything that has happened 
before in that normally slower period. 

Perhaps this is just another proof of the fact that has 
begun to permeate general understanding, that the present 
depression stands by itself and can not be judged by the 
standards that we have used in measuring past periods of 
business recession,

Duensing and builders have leaned so heavily on 

grinding operations for finish and accuracy that it 
is safe to say that grinding has become one of the most 
important factors in aeronautical engine building today. In 
the large new $2,000,000 plant of the Pratt & Whitney 
Aircraft Company, Hartford, Conn., nearly every part of 
every airplane engine produced is ground on all surfaces, 
lo secure the required accaracy, special grinding machines 
have been designed and built, and special methods of gauging 
devised. Grinding to a tolerance of .0002 inch is common 
practice. Nearly all of the machining and assembling opera- 
tions are performed in a huge single story room which 
adjoins at one side the office and engineering building and 
at other sides the heat-treating department and the testing 
and shipping rooms.—Herbert R. Simonds in Abrasive 
Industries.

HREE typical heat treatments for gray cast iron are 
found: (1) Annealing or normalizing at the tem- 
perature below the critical point to relieve internal stresses 
and avoid warpage; (2) annealing above the critical point 
to soften the casting and increase machinability ; (3) quench- 
ing (with or without subsequent tempering) to harden and 
strengthen the casting. 

Structural changes taking place in a gray iron casting 
depend on the temperature to which it is exposed, the dura- 
tion of exposure, and the rate of cooling from the tempera- 
ture to which the iron was exposed. Short time annealing 
at 900 degrees Fahr. or below has no deleterious effect on 
the properties of the metal, yet increases its plasticity at the 
temperature. It is well known that many castings have 
severe internal stresses. These stresses generally are caused 
by illogical design or poor foundry practice, no allowance 
having been made for the normal contractions which occur 
when cooling from casting temperature. In all heat treat- 
ment, iron castings should be brought to temperature slowly 
or cracks are likely to result. Also proper precautions 
should be taken to prevent too severe contractive forces on 
cooling. Recommendations of various investigators for arti- 
ficial aging or annealing to relieve stresses only, as assem- 


bled by Marbaker, are shown.—-Foundry.

biggest item is the so-called horsepower tax which 
was imposed in 1921, the gasoline tax which then existed 
being discontinued. This tax was fixed at one pound, or 
$4.85 annually per horsepower of the car. As was inevita- 
ble with such a system of taxation in force, English auto- 
mobile manufacturers were obliged to equip their cars with 
motors having as small a cylinder bore as possible, since the 
annual licensing fee on a car of relatively high horsepower 
would represent quite a substantial proportion of the price 
of the car. 

This trend of design has been most marked, and in 1929 
of the million or so cars registered 825,000 were rated at 
less than sixteen horsepower.

MINNESOTA GOVERNOR 
VETOES TRUCK RATE 
BILL AS UNJUSTIFIED 


Minneapolis, May 15.—Declaring 
that it would work a severe injus- 
tice on the independent merchants 
of Minnesota, a bill to regulate com- 
mon carrier truck rates was recently 
vetoed by Gov. Floyd B. Olson. 

The bill would prevent truck com- 
panies from charging lower rates 
than railroads, where trucking 
operations parallel rail lines. 

Gov. Olson declared the measure 
was drawn in anticipation of in- 
creased rail rates which will become 
effective July 1, 1931, and that the 
railroads are “asking the state to 
protect them from the consequences 
of a situation they themselves con- 
tributed to bring about.” 

Answering pleas of railroad em- 
ployees for passage of the bill, the 
Minnesota chief executive stated, ‘To 
attempt to insure the continued em- 
ployment of railroad@ employees by 
means of regulating 233 trucks as 
opposed to over 100,000 unregulated 
trucks is like attempting to stem the 
tide of the seas.” 

As common carrier trucks are} 
subject to commission rule in Min- 
nesota, Gov. Olson recommended 
that the fixing of rates be left to 
that body.
